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A PROCLAMA 


© By the Council of State. 
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== HEREAS The Parliament aſſembledat Weſtminſte the Third of Novem- 
ber 1640, is now Diſſolved, and the Care and Pzeſervation of the Publick in 
this Inter val, is in a ſpecial manner, committed by Authoꝛity of Parlia- 
ment, to the Council of State, which Truſt they are obliged and reſolved 
in the Strength of God, to perfozm with all Faithfulneſs to the Publick 
Safety. And being taught by the late dilpenſations which God hath exer- 
ciſed theſe Nations with, that the ſureſt, and directeſt way, to arrive at 
that great and good End, is to watte upon Gods Pzovidence and Bleſſing, 
in the purſuite of thoſe Methods, which, by his pꝛeceptive Will, appear moſt 
regular, and oꝛderly; Which being conkoꝛmed unto, may at laſt, after the 

many Motions and Revolutions that have befaln theſeNations, Fir the good 
People thereof upon right Foundations of Settlement, and true Freedom; And having cauſe to 
app:chend, that ſome perſons (conſulting moze puvate Concernments and Intereſts) may, upon 
Principles of diffatisfaction, attempt the putting of Aſtairs, out of that Hopeful way, into which, 


the over-ruling Wiſdom, and Soveraignty of Divine Pꝛovidence, hath at pꝛelent reduced them, The 
Council have therefoꝛe thought it neceſſary, to charge and require (as they hereby do) all Perſons, of 
what Condition ſoever they be, to fozbear any meeting oꝛ meetings, in oꝛder to the contriving, oꝛ car⸗ 


rying on of any Declaration, 02 Subſcription concerning Affairs of State oꝛ Government; But that 
they doquietly apply themſelves to a peaceable Submiſſion to the pzeſent Authoꝛity, and to expect, and 
acquieſce in ſuch management of publick Affairs, as God by the influence of his wildom and Conduct, 
ſhail guide them to, untill the next Pacltament ſhall be aſſembled, and take further oꝛder; Not doubt- 
ing but the whole Natton ſhall in due time receive the Fruit of ſuch their Submiſſion, and of the Coun- 
ciis cirtumſpection and integzity foꝛ ſecuring their Rights and weikare. And it is hereby declared, 
That if any Perſon oꝛ Perſons, after this Caution given, ſhall do any thing to the contrary hereof, 
they ſhall be looked upon, as Enemies of the Publick Peace, and ſhall be pꝛoceeded againſt accozdingly, 
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Saturday March 17. 1659.
